Only bear in mind that our ter- 
minal station will be twice as large. 
The Qua! d'Orsay station, outside and 
ills-side, baa many decorative features." 
air. Baldwin then showed a pamphlet 
containing a description of the Qua! 
d'Orsay station. 


It has six platforms. 
About nine- 


teen feet below tlie street level are the 
tracks. The plans for the station to be 
btillt in New York call for a distance 
of about thirty-six feet from the street 
level to the tracks. There will be a 
space of about nineteen feet between 
the track level and the first floor above 
it, where the waiting, ticket, reading 
and many other rooms will be. In the 
Qaul d'Orsay station the platforms are 
independent of one another and are 
provided with a system of separate 
signals. The platforms connect with 
stairs loading to the ground floor. On 
this floor are waiting and baggage 
rooms. Baggage is shifted from room 
to room or from room to platform by 
means of endless bands which arc laid 
over a scries of wheels running from 
one end of tho station to the other. 
The moving wheels keep the bands In 
motion.

Texas in passing. It Ss stated by good 
substantial people that we arc yet 
to suffer from the encroachments of 
the Beaumont oil. That may he truo 
to aa extent .in the lubricating field 
but as to refined oil, never. 


Drill Still at Work. 


The drill is still ruite active though 


showing a disposition to move more- 
hlowly. The results attending its ef- 
forts for the weok past have not hfies 
very rich. It seems to he a season in 
•which the small well and tne dry hole 
take the lead. Nor is the wildcatter 
getting in his work to an alarming ex- 
tent. New ilelds are indeed very rare. 
The last one i» located'In a region of 
country that thr. operator engaged 
therein has felt compunctions of COB- 
sck-iiice for heinjj there. This is in 
Van. Wert count;', where the largest 
well in Ohio no-tv exists. It is known 
as the Good well and was very aptly 
named. It is said to he good for more 
than 200 ha.rre's a day. O^eat ex- 
citement prevails in the .community 
arm lands anu leases have been raip-sii 
out of sight, as regards prices for the 
same-. But it is a new thins and in a 
region, of small producers. It is what 
they have heen looking for in the Van 
Vv'C-rt County field for years past. 


So?ne Stock Companies. 


uring the past week have appeared 


some stock companies in these north- 
ern, latitudes that are quits suggestive. 
The idea seems, to have seized the 
masses of the oil trade that tho in- 
dividual as an operator is soon to pass 
hence. 
Combination 
and 
coalition 


have assumed authority in f'he com- 
merce of the country. The oil man 
who successfully copes with the oppo- 
sition ho encounters and makes a suc- 
cess ia lite, is somewhat rare. 


A company has been organized in 


Toledo with, a view of confining- the 
energy and business capacity of men 
of either no means or of limited capi- 
tal. The organization is unique. Its 
capital is a million dollars. It sells 
or offers no stock less than par value 
which is one dollar. It invites the at- 
tention of the leaser who is the first 
always in every new field to 3'oin. its 
ranks. All come in on the same foot- 
ing. Its promises are based upon 
what the working classes are able to; 
accssplish. and not upon what is at 
present in sight. Ii has a clear field. 
It can. win. If the men who send the 
slub bit in to the center of the oil fcear,. 
ing formation has not an opportunity 
to know all that is necesary to know 
about the region then who has? 


A Kentucky Oil Company. 


The Kentucky & Ohio Oil;afi" Ite- 


flning company is the way thfr new or- 
ganization of Flndlay and Wellsville 
capitalists paint their sign. 
The 


new company started, with a capital 
of 1200,000 divided into shares of S10 
each. The object is to develop -lands 
ia Kentucky, and not only produce but 
do any other old thing that will' pro- 
duce a dollar in profits. An office has 
already been opened in. Lexington by 
the company and from that .point its 
destinies will be guided. It is in good 
hands, two of the 'liveliest and. most 
energetic men in the trade being fore- 
most, in its direction. These are Mr. 
J,. E. Joijes of 'Wellsville, N. Y.. and 
C, C. Harris, of Findaly. A team 
that ought to be able to puli through 
\vithout much difficulty. 


It .will be seen, however, that the 


trend is in the wake of the Texan and 
the California!!. It is the stock com- 
pany with a huge capital that is to 
take the lead in the future if all sijms 
do not fail. In fact it lias been quietly 
talked for a week that a gigantic com- 
bination of all independent producers 
is act among the impossibilities in a 
improbabilities of the year to dawn in 
a little over one week.

Of octopus, and its mortal en 
emies are tlio shark and swordfish 
The meat of the whale tastes some- 
thing like beef, but is coarser and has 
a strong flavor. Ambergris is the most 
valuable product of the whale fishing 
industry. It is rarely fouml'by whalers 
upon removing the blubber of the 
whale. The substance is of enormous 
value and Is found only in the sperm 
whale. The largest quantity ever found 
at one tine v,'us taken from a whale 
by the schooner Waterman of Nantucls- 
et. It weighed (MO pounds and was 
sold In Boston for $7,500. 


Whales are great travelers. For ex- 


ample, the ship Oatawba ot Nnutucket 
struck a whale oft the coast of Brazil, 
and,twenty yenrs later the same whale 
was'captured by the Andrew Hicks oft 
the Galapagos islands.

Her father was 
Thomas Thorpe of southern .Oregon, 
well known throughout the state as 
one of Tie iiirgest dealers in horses in 
the west In speaking Of her experi- 
ences to a reporter Mrs. Austen said: 


"From a toddler I bave been used to 


riding, and I presume. that it is my 
constant association with horses tbut 
has given me the confidence that makes 
me believe I can stick to any borse 
that can be brought to ine- At home 
I soon iearutu tue" tricks that count 
the most in subduing the vicious range 
horses and cow ponies, and at no time 
can I remember feeling any degree of 
fear iu handling them. It is exciting 
and perhaps dangerous, but no borse 
has yet thrown me,.and I Save bad 
sufficient experience to assure me that 
I can tame the worst of them. 


"For over three years I worked for 


Portland cattle dealers and did the 
same work that was given to the men. 
I would go into tlie country, .get a 
drove of -wild cattle and bring them in- 
to the city without losing a single one. 
I did this sort of work month, after 
month and always bnd plenty of en- 
gagements ahead, -which ought to ar- 
gue that I did the work well. But the 
part that I most enjoy is breaking wild 
pouies. There are o,n excitement and 
a thrill in the work thnt compensate 
for the exertions and dangers. I bave 
worked alongside some of tbe best 
cowboys in the state and have stuck to 
my saddle until tbe wild borse became 
a tame one and could be handled by 
any one. 


"In breaking a horse I prefer a man's 


saddle, bu'. In other -work I use tbe con- 
ventional; sidesaddle. The tandem hur- 
dle act is full of excitement, but I have 
never met with a serious accident. 
The other night tbe horn of tbe saddle 
broke, and for a moment, until I re- 
covered my balance, 1 didn't know 
whrit was going to happen. But the 
spectators never knew that anything 
was wrong, nnd 1 sent the ponies over 
the timbers as fast as they could go. 
I have abandoned the cattle driving 
and broncho breaking and expect to 
get into the show business in the fu- 
ture. I h.ive trained one of my tan- 
dem ponies to take the hurdle through 
a ring of fire and other feats that are 
rather out of the ordinary."
